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INTRODUCTION 

The  Department  of  State  Parks  during  the  past  two  and  one-half  years  has 
increased  its  property  holdings  from  26  to  42  park  areas.  In  acreage  this 
would  amount  to  approximately  4-8,000  acres  including  property  under  water.  Due 
to  the  property  increase  and  the  great  demand  from  the  public  requesting  ex- 
pansion of  areas  on  the  developed  parks  and  the  openings  of  new  park  areas, 
for  the  past  two  years  Mr,  B,  E,  Thrasher  has  recommended  to  the  Governor  that 
an  increase  of  $93,000,00  per  year  from  the  Governor's  Contingent  Fund  suppli- 
ment  the  Parks  Department  Budget  of  #375,000.00  for  maintenance.  Detailed 
information  of  park  areas  will  be  related  in  the  following  report r 

The  rapid  pace  of  industrialization  in  our  State,  the  increase  in  leisure 
time,  and  the  tempo  of  modern  living  makes  Georgians  State  Parks  increasingly 
important  to  our  way  of  life.  This  statement  is  realized  from  the  report  sub- 
mitted to  the  Governor's  Conference  on  Recreation  and  Leisure  Time  Use,  The 
attendance  records  show  2,383,723  in  1953-54  and  in  1956-57  the  attendance 
was  3,585,320,  an  increase  of  1,200,000  ir  just  three  years,  This  is  in 
accordance  with  the  National  statistics  which  show  a  9  per  cent  increase  per 
year  in  attendance  in  State  Parks  over  the  Nations.  Therefore,  this  Department 
does  expect  a  continued  increase  of  attendance  and  interest  in  its  park  faci- 
lities. 

The  State  of  Georgia  has  contributed  an  average  of  12  cents  per  person 
towards  park  development  as  compared  to  an  average  of  38  cents  per  person  for 
our  neighboring  states  of  Alabama,  Tennessee,  North  Carolina  and  Louisiana, 
Attendance  at  State  Parks  per  capita  of  State  resident  population  averages 
about  90  per  cent  which  compares  very  favorably  with  our  neighboring  states. 

The  demand  for  new  areas  on  which  the  very  minimum  facility  requirements 
have  been  placed  has  caused  a  draim  on  our  maintenance  program,, I  These  minimum 
facilities  consist  of  water  supply,  electrical  power,  sanitary  facilities, 
small  areas  cleared  for  picnicking  including  including  picnic  tables,  main- 
tenance equipment  consisting  of  hand  tools,  garbage  disposals,  mowers,  and 
personnel  as  may  be  required  to  maintain  order  and  care  of  park  property. 
The  estimated  demand  and  increase  of  attendance  shall  place  in  jeopardy 
the  present  park  property  valued  at  approximately  $15,000,000.00.

A  topographical  survey  was  made,  site  plan 
and  working  drawings  were  produced  by  this  office ,  making  this  area  which  was 
otherwise  very  unsatisfactory,  a  functional  site  which  will  alleviate  some  of 
problems  existing  at  this  park,   In  order  ':c  fornoa  firnctional  plan,  heavy 
excavation  was  necessary  tc  develop  ajple  parking aruas,  boat  and  trailer  parking 
areas,  access  drive,  picnic  areas,  beach  develop&and  playground  area  for  small 
children 0 

It  is  proposed  that  the  present  development bused  specifically  for  persons 
wishing  to  use  the  park  as  a  boating  access  for  fishermen,  ski3rs,  and.  pleasure 
rides o  The  other  facilities,  such  as  picnic  areas  and  bo^ch  construction  will 
be  ample  for  persons  accompanying  brats  who  wish  to  picnic  or  swim.  With  ex- 
pansion of  this  pressnt  area  approximately  1000  to  1500  visitors  could  be 
accomodated.  An  expected  50© to  6000  visitors  should  be  accomodated  by  the 
Bobby  Brown  State  Park  in  the  near  future;  therefore,  with  this  proposal  a  new 
site  which  has  already  freen  located  and  approved  a3  a  major  swimming  area-; 
picnic,  and  recreation  area,  should  be  developed  without  boating  facilities-, 
so  as  to  carry  the  jnajor  load  of  attendance.
